For more than an hour Monday af- 
ternoon Bill DeCoursey sat in the wit- 
ness box before the jury and answered 
questions concerning himself and the 
crime for which be is being tried. 
DeCoursey was not nervous when 
the examination began,but before the 
last question bad been asked the un- 
usual effort brought out by the active 
operation of every mental faculty, 
coupled with the extreme heat of the 
afternoon, was almost too much for 
him. 
Great beads of perspiration 
streamed down his deep lined face and 
bis eyes, always wide open when hU 
attention is attracted, almost started 
from their sockets. The weeks be has 
been in jail and the absence of friends 
and neighbors have had their influ- 
ence upon the blacksmith, but he 
passed through Ibe ordeal perhaps as 
well as would the average man. He 
had known what was coming, and 
through the day had remained silent. 
Mrs. DeConrsey heard his story with 
some show of interest, while the little 
group made up of John Miner's rela- 
tives heard it with expressions that 
baflle description.

"I have not talked to 
him since court adjourned nor have 
any of my colleagues." Mr. -Adams 
and Mr. Pomerene said the questions 
were a reflection on them and; there 
was a sharp exchange of words be- 
tween the prosecutor and Captain 
James in wicb the latter styled the 
prosecutor a calf. Judge Eason inter- 
fered and the wrangle stopped-; 


Prosecutor Wheeler continued his 
questions,and DeCoursey could not re- 
member that he had been in the 
butcher shop, that be had told Sheriff 
Hedge he got the cut on his head by 
falling on a rail. He could not recall 
bow long he -bad carried a revolver 
and said he didn't know that be was 


quarrel with him that night. We 
have been friendly since and we are 
friendly now.

Mr. Pomerene's questions had been 
poured with the rapidity of a maga- 
zine gun into the witness and when 
he said, "That's all," the witness 
looked relieved.

A *hnaber of Witnesses Were 


the State. 


Called By 


Former Treasurer Dawson was the 
first witness. 
*•! never knew John 
Mine,'' he said. -'I have no means of 
knowing the reputation of Miner, as 
to his being quarrelsome or vindic- 
tive." The prosecutor endeavored to 
show that Mr. Dawson had no oppor- 
tunity to know the reputation of 
Miner, and was met at every turn by 
an objection. At length he framed a 
question that was accepted, but an 
exception was taken by the defense. 
Charles Ford, a miner bom and 
reared in Conesville, said he bad 
known DeCoursey five years. 
The 
old qudstion of whether he had the 
means of knowing DeCoarsey's char- 
acter was asked and fought over 
again. He was allowed to answer and 
said his character was bad. 
To Mr. Pomerene he said: "I had 
trouble at his house about three years 
ago. There was a gang on the outside 
of the bouse part of the time but I 
don't know any one who threw brick- 
bats through the window, dirt on the 
stove or tried to break up the dance. 
I interfered when he jumped on a 
boy." 
"Charley, why is it vou are not will- 
ing to tell these facts?" 
"I am telling ail I know."' 
"The only difficulty you know of in 
five years is the difficulty where De- 
Coursey caught a boy for raising a dis- 
turbance at a dance?"

"I hare beard of others. I didn't 
nim jump on DeCoursey. I did have a 


ner, and it is the province of this jury 
to decide whether he did it in self de- 
fense. 


"There is no great theorv about 
this case. Did De Coursey kill Miner? 
I take it that isadmited. Did he un- 
lawfully do it and did be intend to do 
it? 


"The evidence shows the defendant 
was behind Miner, holding a revolver 
in his hand and saying be would blow 
his brains out. No one but the de- 
fendant denies it. It was admitted 
these men quarreled at the meat shop. 
We know not what happened as thev 
came up the track. DiCousey might 
have killed Miner in a lonely spot as 
has been shown.but he had not reached 
that point. De Coursey had no reason 
to knock him down. 
Why didn't 
be then go away and leave Miner 
alone? Because, as he said yesterdav. 
this is a free country and be had "a 
right to shoot if he wanted to. 
But 
he forgets about it today. His mem- 
ory is short. He saw the mistake he 
made yesterday and attemoted to rec- 
tify it today by forgetting.* 


"DeCoursey knocked Miner down 
again, and malice prompted him to go 
over to the rail and kick at him. If 
he had gone away then that is al! 
there would have been to it.but some- 
thing rankled in his heart and when 
Miner pulled him over he 5red tho^- 
two shots. These are the facts. I 
have no theory. 


"After the crime was done the de- 
fendant with malice shouted. 'I have 
fixed him." 
What was his object;- It 
showed there was rankling malice in 
his heart. It shows be had inlendf-rl. 
yes he had premeditated this crime 
and his nt place is in the electric 
chair. 


"He told two witnesses he did not 
intend to kill Miner but on the stand 
he said he did it in self defense. 
Where is the testimony to show self 
defense? You must believe all these 
witnesses or you mast believe I>-j 
Coursey. 
Can yon for a momeit' 
believe his testimony? There is no j 
more evidence to show Miner was! 
a dangerous man than there is eM j 
dence to prove De Courj»ey is the 
fiend he proved himself to be, 
"There is nothing, therefore, left in 
this case except that this defendant 
did maiicionsly and unlawful! kiil the 
deceased-'" 
That ended the argument.and court 


adjourned for the no»m recess. Cap- 
tain James opened for the defense, 
and is speaking as the report of THE 
AGE closes. 


Jolge Eason will prepare his wri;- 
ten charge to the jury this evening 
and they will get the case in tho 
morning. 
This arrangement 
will 
give the judge ample time for consid- 
eration and will do away with the ne- 
cessity of locking up the jury over 
night.
